My Friends: 


In the First Edition of NCNA Heads and Tales, I told some things. 
about myself as an introduction for NCNA Heads and Tales readers. In 
that Issue, readers learned that this Editor has many pursuits which 
is a result of his feeling that life is full of so many wonderful in- 


terests and activities. 


What I would like to reflect on in this Issue is my numismatic 
affiliations. Presently, I belong to NCNA, obviously, California State 
Numismatic Association (CSNA), Fairfield Coin Club, Napa Valley Coin 
Club, Pacific Coast Numismatic Society, and Vallejo Numismatic Society. 


Belonging to and being part of a coin club has several benefits. 
First, there is the opportunity to meet other collectors and to deal 
and buy and sell with the club members, in the auction or bid board, 
or at the dealer's tables. Also, the club's programs can and do add to 
one's numismatic knowledge. In addition, the meeting and the club's 
social activities offer time for relaxation and fun. 


These reasons are well known in our hobby and have been written 
and reflected by others before in far more eloquent words. It is 
for these reasons that I belong to the numismatic organizations given 
above and plus one other. 


It is simply: fellowship. Fellowship and its companion, friend- 
ship, are the most valuable benefit of belonging and being part of a 
coin club or any organization. Neither fellowship or friendship are 
bountiful. However, at least in the numismatic organizations that I 
am member of such benefit is plentiful, free, and open to all. 


Belonging to a coin club, attending its meetings, participating 
in its activities, and working and serving for it will not reward one 
in the pocketbook. Years ago before I joined a coin club, I thought 
that if I joined a coin club that I wanted in returned concrete ben- 
efits in excess of my dues. Then I matured and grew up to realize the 
benefits would come only if I joined and belonged, participated, and 
worked. The benefits would not be monetary or material, but in the 
mind and heart. The fellowship in being part of a coin club or any 
organization is felt and known, as soon I learned, in one's own mind 
and heart and that it was there for the taking. 


In a world with so much uncertainty, rapid change, and suffering, 
we need the comfort and support of our fellow man. So why deny one's 
chance to enjoy both one's hobby and the company of others? Is not 
the fellowship for even a few hours at a monthly meeting worth it? 
All the gold and silver in the world could not surpass the value of 
fellowship.
